NEEDED SCHOOL EEFOEMS. 


Under this head tho Chicago Itcrald gives 


utterance losomo facts that may bo of in- 
terest to all classes of pooplo. Wo mfiko n 
few extracts: 


While there is no iiiucli reform Hying 


aboutin print one way null imolbor, whilo 
so many pooplo aro talking about it, and 
mouthing itns a sort of battlo cry, it not mi* 
naturally occurs to nny ouo who indulges 
occasionally in thinking that it would not bo 
wholly valueless if a little of tho roal thing 
could bo applied to some of our institu- 
tions. 


Thoro is little bopo of any reform in tho 


details of tho nohool arrangements and 
appliances, except such as popular pressure 
may forco or thd teachers may mnnngo to 
bring about. But tho pooplo havo little 
knowledge of what is needed, aud perhaps 
loss interest than knowledge. 


Teachers aro fallible, too, and thoro aro 


but few of them so disinterested nnd nolf- 
sacriQcing as to suggest nnd insist on ro- 
forms which will add to their own labor or 
responsibility. And so tho schools all over 
tho land nro loaded with abuses and tnpidi- 
ties nnd absurdities. Not a few of these aro 
in tha slmpo of rules. A sort of cost-iron 
regulation system, that, in tho majority of 
cases, seems to go 011 tho supposition that 
all boys and girls aro precisely alike. There 
are boys and girls to whom it is no hardship 
to sit still for two hours, or to "too a mark" 
in clnss, and during nn entire recitation hold 
one hand behind tho back nnd tho book 
with tho other, and never look aside, or to 
live reasonably up to any ono of n score of 
other such regulations: 
but thoro are 


scores 
of 
other 
boys 
ami girls, in 


nil 
respects 
as 
good 
and as bright 


as 
these, 
to 
whom 
it 
is 
phy- 


sically Impossible to sit still or stand 
still for five consecutive minutes—who nro 
never still, indeed, awake or nslocp. 
And 


yet tho penalty ati c-od to violations of 
this and other such absurd rules, nro alike 
for all. It seems to havo boon tho aim of 
those who have devised the rules of tho 
public schools, to avoid calling tho discre- 
tion and judgment of tho teacher into oxer- 
ciso whenever possible. 


So thoro nro rules whoao indiscriminato 


enforcement against all alike is likely to re- 
sult, and often has resulted, in serious dis- 
comfort and cot infrequent physical injiny. 
In these, and in scores of similar matters, 
tho schools havo grown to bo n sort of 
Prosruntoan hod to which all must bo mado 
to fit, by stretching or lopping off. 
Tho 


effort sooms to hnvo boon to make tho 
school system ft nort of machine which 
would "run itflolf' with nn occasional drop 
of oil from tho teacher. 


Everything has boon sacri^ced to "tho 


system." 
All individuality among pupils is 


ignored, 
"Tho system" requires certain 


things to bo done or loft undone, mul so 
they aro done or not done, as if tho conser- 
vation of tho system woro ,H»o, primo object, 
and tho effect on tho pupil wholly secondary. 


And so in numerous other ways, public 


nchools aro not what they ought to bo. Tho 
money drawn from often oppressive luxes,is 
often expended in tho construction of elab- 
orate buildings, frequently for high schools, 
which aro sparnoly nttondod, compared with 
tho earlier grades, whilo young children, in 
thoir most impressible and formative years, 
are huddled into buildings,whonospaco only, 
lo say nothing of any othor feature, is 
wholly inadequate to accommodate- them. 


Perhaps tho most difllcult problem con- 


nocted with educational matter*, 
which 


parents and teachers and 
members of 


boards of education alike havo to moot, in 
that of tho abominable rmocintion which 
tho Rchool oyfltom, especially in largo oition, 
brings about. It in ono, too, which in grow- 
ing in magnitude, and which raqnircn moro 
•patience- and wit to deal with than tlio rwor- 
ngo member of H boar;! of education ponsosH- 
on. But the unfortmmto and provoking 
part of that viow IH, tlint whilo tho necessi- 
ty for moro. and moro onr.oful attention by 
teacher to pupil grown from day lo day, tho 
effect of "tho nynlom," M 
nrlmin.HlflTGil, 


grows 
to be moro 
aud more that of 


making teachers 
only 
routine 
and 


meehauical, 
dependent 
almost 
wholly 


ou "the system" aud the cast-iron regula- 
tions which it provides, and loss nnd less on 
their own judgment ami their own warm 
and active interest in their pupils, and iu 
doing tho best possible work with the ap- 
pliances nt hand. These are but slight and 
scanty hints nt fiomo of tho abuses nnd fail- 
ures in our public (johool system, to -which 
attention is seldom drawn, but which must 
prove Very seriously damaging if not soon 
remedied.
